Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967. 

The  District  is  almost  entirely  devoted  to  agriculture,  the  town  acting  as 
a  centre  for  the  outlying  areas,  these  being  Ramsey  St.  Mary's,  Mereside , forty  foot 
and  the  Heights. 

The  agricultural  land  is  largely  fens  which  were  reclaimed  from  the  sea. 
several  hundred  years  ago.  It  is  flat  and  is  drained  by  dykes,  there  being  several 
pumping  stations  in  the  area. 

Many  people  who  live  in  the  District  are  employed  in  engineering  and  other 
occupations  in  either  Huntingdon  or  Peterborough,  and  with  the  expansion  of 
Peterborough  it  is  probable  that  more  people  will  choose  Ramsey  as  a  suitable  place 
to  live  in. 

At  present  there  is  little  local  industry  to  attract  young  people,  but  your 
Council  are  endeavouring  to  remedy  this,  and  to  attract  light  industry  to  the  town. 

A  small  industrial  estate  has  been  developed,  and  a  watch  is  kept  in  order  that 
when  any  suitable  land  becomes  available  its  potentialities  are  fully  explored. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  to  be  5,820  which  was  unchanged  from 
the  previous  year. 

There  were  80  live  births  during  the  year,  giving  a  crude  birth  rate  of  13-7 
per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  is  13.6  per  1,000,  considerably 
lower  than  17.2  per  1,000,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

No  babies  under  one  year  old  died  during  the  year. 

fifty  two  deaths  occurred  during  the  period,  23  being  Male  and  29  female 
The  crude  death  rate  was  8.9  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  rate  9«7«  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11.2  per  1,000. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  gave  little  trouble  during  the  year.  There 
were  121  cases  of  Measles  and  1  case  of  Whooping  Cough. 

A  satisfactory  vaccine  against  Measles  is  now  available  and  at  the  time  of 
v/riting  this  report  immunisation  has  just  become  available  on  a  County  scale. 

At  present  the  vaccine  is  not  available  in  great  quantity,  so  that  the  advantage 
can  only  be  offered  to  certain  age  groups. 

Only  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  and  there  were  no  deaths 
from  this  disease 
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During  the  year  work  began  on  the  building  of  Mill  House;  a  20  unit  block 
of  flatlets  for  elderly  people.  There  will  be  12  single  and  8  double  flats. 

In  addition  there  will  be  a  resident  warden  and  a  bell  from  each  flat  to  her 
accommodation  so  that  residents  can  summon  her  in  emergencies.  I  am  very  pleased 
that  this  accommodation  is  now  being  provided  in  Ramsey,  because  it  has  proved 
such  a  boon  to  the  elderly  in  other  districts.  Mill  House  is  very  well  situated, 
so  that  the  occupiers  can  easily  reach  the  shops  and  other  ameneties  of  the  town 
without  having  to  walk  far,  or  to  take  a  ’bus  which  proves  expensive  for  retired 
people  who  are  living  on  their  pensions. 

Stage  1  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  to  sewer  Ramsey  Forty  Foot  and  Mereside, 
with  necessary  extensions  to  the  Sewage  ¥/orks,  is  expected  to  start  early  in  1968. 

Another  scheme  to  improve  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  five  groups  of  Council 
Houses  situated  along  Herne  Road,  but  which  lie  outside  the  area  which  can  be 
covered  by  Stage  11  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  is  almost  ready  to  go  out  to  tender. 
These  houses  will  have  septic  tank  drainage. 

I  wish  to  convey  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  their  Officers 
and  Staff,  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  to  me  during  the  year.

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31  st  December,  1967. 


Housing: 

It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  to  secure  the  repair  of 
dwellinghouses.  Repairs  have  been  successfully  secured  by  informal  action. 

No  new  Council  accommodation  was  completed  during  the  year  although 
a  20  unit  old  persons  block  ha.s  been  commenced,  which  is  designed  to  provide  a 
Warden* s  flat,  communal  lounges  and  laundry  facilities  This  unit  will  help  to 
overcome  the  Council’s  shortage  of  one-bedroom  and  single  person’s  accommodation. 

10  unfit  cottages  were  vacated  during  the  year  with  either  closing  orders, 
demolition  orders  or  undertakings  not  to  relet  for  human  habitation  being  given 
by  the  owners. 

18  unfit  cottages  were  demolished  during  the  year,  some  of  which  have  been 
empty  for  some  time  and  were  becoming  derelict.

23  New  drainage  systems  were  installed  and  tested  during  the  year. 

13  alterations  to  existing  systems  were  also  tested. 

The  Council  give  a  free  cesspool/septic  tank  emptying  service  where  necessary 
170  cesspools/septic  tanks  being  emptied  this  year. 


♦ 
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There  are  still  234  pail  closets  in  the  outlying  areas,  225  of  which  are 
emptied  twice  weekly  by  a  contractor.  9  pail  closets  are  in  remote  cottages  and 
are  emptied  by  the  occupiers. 

A  scheme  to  improve  five  small  groups  of  Council  houses,  with  septic  tank 
drainage,  bathrooms  etc.  is  almost  ready  for  tenders.  Four  schemes  are  for 
improvement  to  the  full  standard  while  the  fifth  is  to  provide  ';T.C.’s  and  hot  water 
to  the  kitchen  sink  with  drainage  to  septic  tanks. 


Stage  1  of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  outlying  areas  is  due  to  start  early 
next  year,  involving  two  pumping  stations  and  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  ?/orks. 

Water  Supply: 

Water  samples  are  taken  periodically  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Peterborough.  30  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  one  proving 
unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  at  Herne  Road,  Ramsey  St.  Mary’s 
and  the  Water  Company  chlorinated  the  service  pipe  and  flushed  the  main.  A  further 
sample  taken  at  the  house  proved  satisfactory  and  satisfactory  samples  were  also 
obtained  by  the  Water  Company. 

The  water  supply  contains  less  than  0.2  parts  per  million  of  fluoride. 


There  are  7  houses  without  a  mains  water  supply;  three  are  on  the  slum 
clearance  programme.  The  four  remaining  cottages  are  owner/occupied  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a  mains  supply  will  be  provided  soon. 


Swimming  Baths : 


There  are  three  school  swimming  pools  in  the  district.  Two  small  learner’s 
pools  at  Ramsey  Junior  School  and  Ramsey  St.  Mary’s  Junior  School.  A  large  outdoor 
pool  at  the  Secondary  Modern  School  is  shared  with  the  Abbey  Grammar  School. 


All  three  pools  have  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  of  the  water  and 
the  teachers  responsible  for  the  running  of  the  plant  are  keen  and  ensure  that  a 
sufficient  amount  of  free  chlorine  is  available  while  the  pools  are  in  use. 


Eight  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  there  was  only  one  unsatisfactory 
sample.  This  was  from  the  Ramsey  St.  Mary’s  Junior  School  pool,  an  outdoor  learner’s 
pool.

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6.  Small  quantities  of  food  are  examined,  usually  at  the  request  of  the 

shopkeeper  and  unfit  food  condemned. 

7*  There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturers  in  the  area.  Two  shopkeepers  showed 

an  interest  in  having  soft  ice-cream  machines  installed  and  advice  was  given 
on  the  most  suitable  place  for  installing  the  machines  and  instructions  on 
their  operation.  So  far  no  machines  have  been  installed.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  three  driver/loaders  being 
employed.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  10/12  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  Carrier 
Bantam  machine  was  used.  This  necessitated  several  trips  to  the  tip,  sometimes  as 
many  as  six  or  seven  in  one  day.  Fortunately  the  tip  at  Brick  Kilns  Farm  lasted 
until  the  end  of  May  when  a  35  cubic  yard  Bedford  Eagle  Crushloader  was  delivered. 

On  most  days  this  vehicle  can  hold  a  full  day’s  loading,  although  sometimes  a  second 
trip  is  necessary  in  the  winter  and  on  Fridays. 


With  the  arrival  of  the  new  vehicle,  the  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  in  the 
outlying  villages  was  superseded  by  a  weekly  collection. 

The  tip  at  Brick  Kilns  was  completed  in  May  19^7  and  fortunately  surplus  top¬ 
soil  and  sub-soil  from  the  sewage  works  extension  was  available  to  cover  the  refuse. 
The  Council’s  J.C.B.  machine  covered  the  refuse  with  the  sub-soil  and  the  farmer 
himself  spread  the  top-soil,  renovated  the  site  and  sowed  grass.  The  area  is  now 
a  good  example  of  land  reclamation  using  household  refuse. 

The  Council’s  own  tip  was  opened  in  June,  unfortunately  a  fly  infestation 
occurred  at  the  end  of  July  due  to  the  insects  becoming  immune  to  the  insecticide 
being  used.  This  was  rapidly  cleared  using  a  different  insecticide  (Malathion) . 
Since  August  each  load  of  refuse  has  been  burnt  at  the  tip  and  every  week  the  burnt 
out  refuse  is  bulldozed  and  consolidated  by  our  J.C.B  machine.  Some  smoke  is 
created  but  no  complaints  of  smoke  have  been  received.  There  are  no  fly  or  rat 
infestations  and  no  complaint  of  smell  from  the  nearest  householders. 
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Rodent  Control: 

The  Council  have  retained  the  services  of  Rentokil  Limited  of  Baldock  to 
carry  our  the  treatment  of  Council  property  and  private  dwelling  houses.  Complaints 
are  dealt  with  quickly  and  efficiently  and  regular  treatments  carried  out  at  the 
refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and  pumping  stations  and  the  Council  Depot. 

A  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  and  infestations  were  found  to 
exist  in  three  areas  of  the  town.  50  manholes  were  treated  with  fluoracet amide 
with  satisfactory  results. 

The  firm  have  several  farm  contracts  in  the  district  and  several  business 
premises  have  signed  contracts  for  regular  inspections  and  treatment.  The  problems 
of  split  County  Council  Smallholdings  still  occur,  although  no  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  getting  the  occupiers  to  treat  infestations  once  they  had  been  notified, 
or  found  on  inspection  of  the  district. 

Co-operation  with  the  Ministry’s  crop  recording  officers  has  proved  useful 
in  getting  inf estations  reported  and  dealt  with.

G-eneral: 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  inspection  of  the  34  Council  houses 
requiring  improvement  and  the  installation  of  septic  tanks  was  carried  out  to  ascertain 
what  repairs  were  required  to  bring  the  properties  into  first  class  condition.  A 
start  was  made  on  a  survey  of  the  Council’s  pre-war  properties  to  ascertain  the 
occupants  and  the  sta.te  of  the  internal  decoration  and  repair  of  the  properties. 

This  was  held  up  when  the  supervision  of  all  Council  house  repairs  was  undertaken 
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for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  to  enable  the  Surveyor's  Department,  to 
draw  plans  and  prepare  specifications  etc.  for  the  improvement  of  the  34  Council 
houses  without  satisfactory  drainage  and  outside  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme. 

There  has  not  been  sufficient  time  spent  on  shops  inspection  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  due  to  pressure  of  other  duties.

Mr.  J.  Pickard  and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  guidance  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Council  staff.
